NAPLES, February 8. 


In Soptetubi r hist two tourists, an" Eng- 


lishman and au American, obstinately dis- 
regariHug the entreaties of their guides, 
insisted ou beiiii; lowered down into tho 
dark caverns immediately under the orifice 
of tho crater of Mount '\ esuvins, and those 
dariug tourists luivo not since been heard 
of. When tho news rcaciied Naples that 
city wiis lilled with horror, and for weeks 
succeeding tho disaster few tourists ven- 
tured to the summit of tho burning moun- 
tain. Fashionable adventurers, for whom 
tho icy heights of tho Mattorhoru or Mont 
Blano hud no deterring luvfnhioss or horror, 
wmccd at the uloti ot approaching tho 
mouth of Vesuvius, uftnr it had so mysteri- 
ously become the impromptu tomb of two 
young men who had not tho least misgiving 
about their doom. 


Recently a similar c.iUuuity occurred, and 


almost under tho same eircumstanees. Tho 
\ ictiins in this instance were Jean La Mieux, 
Belgium, and Louis Schmidt of Bcrue, Swit 
zerlaud. They wore remaining at a respec- 
table ioeanclu or 
bonrdiug-houso ou tho 


Chiuju, wheu a party was formed to make 
tho nscent together, and it is strange that 
on tho morning of tho night wheu they 
started for Kosiua, (a villngo at tho foot of 
Mount Vesuvius whero horses, stall's mid 
gnules aro procured), Schmidt received n 
letter from 
his 
sister 
ut 
Genoa, 
in 


which she 
stated 
that it would not 


roach Naples long in advance of herself. 
Schmidt therefore begged his companions 
to release him from his promise to start for 
Re-si nu l hat night, but as ho had projected 
tho excursion they insisted upon his going. 
Schmidt, after making arrangements with 
his landlady for tho reception of his sister, 
started with hia companions ou Tuesday 
night for Vesuvius. They left Kesiua at ouo 
iu tho inoruiug, BO that they might reach tho 
base of tho eruter in time to witness tho ris- 
ing of tho aim abovo tho peaks of tho sur- 
roumling Alps and Aipenmues. 


Having reached tho end of their romantio 


journey — tho summit of tho volcano — every- 
thing was quiet us upon some secluded rus- 
tic lull, and Lo Mioux nailed upon any of 
the party to join him in going down tho 
crater. Tho guides nro n'waysprovidod with 
rope", either for that purpose or for assist- 
in); lumber-some travelers up tho last por- 
tion of the steep uscent. Schmidt agreed 
to accompany Lo Mieuv, und in Kpito of tho 
renioiistrunc'i'S of their gulden each took 
hold of a loop and swung himself over 
the gloomy void whenco issued tho Ire- 
niomlous shower of ashes und streams of 
liiviv which bin ied in ono night the tuniims 
cities of Pompeii nud 
llereiilaneum, Tho 


guides cautiously lowered them until tho 
rash nil venturers announced that they wore 
standing on firm ground. The guidtV lust 
warning to them was not to venture iuwnrd. 
A call trotn one of tho tourists above wus 
answered with a fiunt, hollow " lit beiic" 
(all 
right) from tho headstrong explorers of 


the. mysteries of Ihe burning mountain. 


Whether they were smothered with fumes 


of sulphur, or missing u stop, wore hurled into 
tho unknow nitbyss of Hie volcano, nobody on 
earth will ever know. 
Contrary to the ud- 


\ ico of tho practised guides, they let go Ihe 
loopetl ropes and \euturcd into tho fatal 
darkness of tho r rater's reccases. 
Tho 


tourist's above cried out impatiently and in 
vain, but no response came after tlio firat 
and only "Va bene." 
The guides and tho 


friouda of tho uut'ortuiuito ones remained 
until near sundown, wheu all hopo of thoir 
reappearance was abandoned. The guides 
were lowered down ropeutedty, and soveial 
of tlio excursionists went as far as tho ropes 
W-nilit allow, in smirch of liieir fatally ven- 
turous comrades. This i" the third instance 
of u disaster of this luilurc within tho p;is>t 
ten ye.lis. 


(Lord Jj 
(1'Voiu IHackvrood.) 


Wo shall venture at this time to uuy u few 


words with regard to Lord Lyt ton's connec- 
tion with tho magazine. As far as we can 
remember, n tow short pieces of poetry hail 
been sent from him before 184'J. Dut in 
September of that year he began his transla- 
tions of Sehilter's Uulhuls, which wo thought 
then, as wo think thorn HOW, the host render- 
ing of the great Herman's glorious Jyrios. 
They rend like Knglish ballads which, with 
all our admiration for tho best translations 
of Urothe., Ihe piuces of the older poet novel- 
do. The translation of Schiller \rrts accom- 
panied by a notice uf his life, written in u 
genial, uaeetumato anil sympathetic tone. 
well deservuig of the subject. lu tho spring 
of LS-18 wo remember with what doUght w« 
received and rend the first MS. volniuo of 
"The Ciwtons." Tho public did not know 
who was the writer ; uud. considering tho 
novelty of ita character, and its unlikcuess 
to his previous books, this was not surprising 


But the tale very soon made it» way; and it 
ia uiiecoeasary to recall to our readers' 
minds the names of it» successors, "My 
Novel," and '-What will ho do with it 1" 


The "Caitoniana" wero tho next contribu- 


tions made by him to "Blaokwood;" and it 
will be very difficult to find a aeries of essays 
containing more wit and wisdom, more 
knowledge of mankind, and greater dignity 
and recitude of sentiment. 


Long after this time he published in our 


pages his translations from Horace, with the 
singulary able essay on that classic which 
introduced thorn. The amount of labor 
which he bestowed upon this work, both ou 
its first appearance in the magazine and on 
its subsequent publication us a book, was al- 
most unexampled ; and no one know better 
than ho that lor such labor on his part there 
could be no pecuniary return equal to whnt 
might have been obtained iu other fields of 
exertion still more easily within his power, 
But he worked with a heroic energy when 
his heart was on the subject, nnd ho neycr 
worked negligently. We havo seen him at 
his own house, when ho seemed to be doing 
nothing, turn out iu u morning a mass of 
elaborate letters and MS. that the most 
active man of business could not have ac- 
complished, Thoso who were • associated 
with him in tho Colonial office •will, I think, 
fully boar us out in what wo say ot tho 
power and precision of his work. In matters 
of business ho was most satisfactory. Ho 
understood at once what was meant ; and 
there never was any ot tho irritation that so 
often arises from misconception. It was as- 
tonishing to see him, during the composition 
of some great work, descend from tho height 
to which his imagination had borne him, and 
deul at once with complicated transactions, 
as easily as if ho bad been bred and lived as 
a man of business only. 


In counsel ho was singularly wiso uud 


ubout tho best rniiu to advise "with that we 
over encountered. Thoro aro many persons, 
and among others, some of our loading 
statesmen, who wo aro sure, will confirm 
this opinion. It is needless to say of one in 
his high position that ho was beset with ap- 
plications for advice and assistance. Many 
of our most eminent men of letters) have 
been distinguished for tho generosity \yith 
which they would give ou such occasions 
sympathy and aid ; but it is impossible that 
tho warm and honest fooling which inspires 
tho wish to give true help to loss gifted or 
less fortunate brethren can over have glow- 
ed uioro unfailingly iu any heart than iu 
Lord Lytton's. Tho readers of these words 
who know how true this is must be very 
numerous. 


Apart from his novels, essays, nnd poetry, 


Lord Lyt ton had tho great merit of having 
wirtteiTtho only dramas which, during the 
last thirty years, havo fairly kept the stage. 
If wo put together alt his ditl'ereut attributes 
as tin author, wo can scarcely fail to consider 
him as » giant in literature, in whoso pro- 
ductions it is dith'eult to say whether wo 
should most admire tho excellence or tho 
versatility. Let us uud to this character the 
observutiou how rare it is to find these quali- 
ties combined, wit political sagacity, tho ora- 
torical power nud tho practical pood sense 
which distinguished him as a atatc.sumti. 
In tho early part of this notice wo said that 
our correspondence with Ijorcl Lytton liiul 
during the lust siv months been even more 
than usually busy; and tho causo may at 
once be explained. It is, that the tnlo now 
appearing in our pages, ''The Parisians," is 
from his pen ; and consequently our readers 
will know that to tho same fertile and 
powerful hand wo owe another tale, publish- 
ed by our house, '*The Coming Eace," which 
has rceieved a high reputation, and passed 
through seven editions. Why he insisted on 
keeping this a secret we 
never oould 


thoroughly understand. But any cause that 
existed for socrcy is now, ulas I removed. 
It was only a fortnight before his death 


that bo sent us the concluding volume of 
"Kenalrn Chillingly," another novel now ou 
tho eve of publication : and early in tho 
week of his death the bulk of the fourth aad 
last volume of "Tho Parisians" reached us. 
He had been long engaged on these two 
works. It is more than three years since we 
road a largo portion of "Kelnolm Chilling- 
ly," the MS. being obviously then of no re- 
date; und "The Parisians" had, we know, 
occupied his mind for a still longer time. 
Prom his letters to us apparently the few 
remaining pages of the latter book are writ- 
ten out in the rough. It has often been an 
interesting study to us to look at and com- 
pare tho alterations he made- in his MS., as 
ho never quite ablitcrated the old text ; and 
strangely und sadly wo shall look now at 
the last handiwork of this great leader in 
literature, who has maintained his powers 
and his pre-eminence to the end.

A correspondent of aTroy paper has busied

Ho got into politics, and 
managed to secure tho birth of Inspector of 
Hacks, which led him into tho acquaintance 
with those who patronize the vehicle 011 mid- 
night occasions. 
About that time Grace 


Church was removed up town, and became 
tho centre ot religious fashion. Brown -was 
succesful in getting tlio oflico of soxtou, and 
then ho rightly calculated that his fcrtuno 
was made, lie became a moneyed n.aii, and 
was proud to display at all times large sums 
in his possession. Ho was enabled to levy a 
tax on all who desired the entree of fashion- 
able life. The music nnd refreshments as 
well as tho waiters oould thus assist in tho 
revenue, while all young gentlemen who wore 
fearful of being neglected in tho invitation 
list could holp Brown's memory with n ten 
dollar note. 
f 


This leads mo to remark that a man in 
•owti's position, can do much toward intro- 


ducing n young man to fashionable society. 
Browu oau furnish guests as well as superin- 
tend un. entertainment. When an ambitious 
lady is making out her list and giving cards 
to Brown, who otteu circulates Iho invita- 
tions, ho cau suggest tho names of hia clients 
nnd thus get tliem into tho favored circle. 
Many it young man has owed his entrance 
into tho zing of fashionable dissipation, 
"where mischief lurks iu gay disguise," to 
the influence of this very Isaac 11. Brown. 


«,io liulurc Mini 


London is interested at present, pending 


tho capture of Khiva in tbis sort of horse, 
which is described in tho lollowiug from the 
I'ull Mall Gazette :— 
There appears to bo a singularly interest- 


ing animal at present engaged in drawing
